CONCERNING CO-OPERATIVE
MARKETING ASSOGIATIONS

Clemson College,  May  10.—The
crop contract is the heart of co-op-
crative marketing by growers.  Many
peaple resard co-operation as o sord
of charitable attitude that causes co-
operators Lo work for the publie in-
terest ot o sacrifice Lo themselves, In
the minds of such people co-operation
and business are nol associated,  As
A matter of fact, true co-operation
such as takes place in o co-operative
marketing enterprise is o thoroughly
cold-blooded  business  affair just as
mueh =0 as is o suecessfal stock com-
pany corporation. A co-operative
marketing association of crowers con-
duets business inoa businesslike way
for the benelit of its members just as
u - corporation does business for the
benefit of its stockholders,  1n this
modern age, however, neither must
fail to take into account the public
vood, as this would be a short-sighted
business poliey. Some of the labor
unions in this country have apparent-
ly followed sueh o short-sighted
policy to their own discomfiture.  As
o puarantee of the wood  Taith and
richteousness o the motive, nearly
all crop contracts usell by prowers
provide Lthat the governor of the state
shall appoint, one divector swwho shall
represent the public generally.  This
i5 o good thing both for the publie
and for the associntion.

Sources of Strength In Contract

The crop contract is the means of
making a growers’ co-operative mar-
keting association a business concern
insteadd of a failure. The contracts
are legally sound and serve to protect
all members fro mthe invasions that
are sure to be made against them by
the enemies of co-operation,  Weak-
kneed members are held in line in
snite of temporarily high prices of-
fered by the middlemen who do not
wish Lo see farmoers succeed in bet-
terving  their marketing conditions,
Members who go into the association
meaning business are protected from
the disloyalty of others who would
sacrifice everything ror a temporary
personal advantage: This is the es-
senee of true co-operation.

The contract provides that unlesa
enough prowers sign up to insure that
- certain stated minmmum amount of
the eron will be marketed co-opera-
tively the contract does not bind any-
one. Thus in signing up the first
contracts growers ave protected from
belonging to n weak assoeintion. A
satisfactory volume of business is as-
sured before anybody is bound.

The contracts rvun,for a perviod of
vears usually frony 5 to 15, This
rives time {for the oreanization to
bocome thorevshly established and to
reflect the Lenelits resulting  there-
fro mto members. A non-vear asso-
ciation could not form the permanent
trade conneetions that would  hest
enable it to ent out the losses in mar-
keting for which it is ovganized. Tho
makes an  association
the strongest factor in the particular
trade in which it is engaged.

The loss
under some conditions ean be partly
offset und other benelits can be gained
by pgrowing vegetable erops between
the rows of youn pgfruit  trees, say
specialists of the United States De-
partment of Agriculture.

P’lant Vegetables Between Tree

Rows.

Experienced orchardists frequently
dand it advantageous to grow erops be-
tween the tree rows until the trees
reach bearing are. After bearing be-
rins il-is impracticable to “double-
crop' an orchard.  As a rule, inter-
eropping can not be practiced in a
peach orchard after the third season
from planting., Six to cight years is
usually the limit for an apple orchard,
the exael time depending on the var-
iety, vigor and growth, and other fac-
tors.  IFurther, the trees will usually
shade the ground too much for the
growing of vegetable  erops by the
time the ages mentioned are reached,

In an “off year,” with an archawl
that was expeeted to come into bear-
ingfor the first time, many fruit grow-
ers will find it to their advantage lo
plant crops of potatoes, corn, soy
beans, cowpeas, shell-beans, or sweet
potatocs in States where they ean he
raised between the orchard rows, The
growing of petatoes, however, in an
orchard in the “northern fruit belt”
is a doubtful practice, since the dig-
wing of them amounts practically Lo
a late cultivation of the ground, and |
under =ome conditions this might stim |
ulate a late growth of the trees, which
would be undesirable,  In this way Lthe
farmer can utilize about half the space
of his orchard land without injur,v Lo
the trees or seriously hampering the
temporary crop. Tomaloes and ath-
er truck erops may alse be grown in
the ovehard,  These are sometimes |
celassed as “eateh evops” - crops plant-
o for o quick growth,

Where such eateh erops are planted
it is well first to make n hasty sur-
vey of the operations of other {arm-
ers in the vieinity and of the avail-
uble market, sinee often where similar
conditions prevail throughout an en-
tive locality there is a tendency for
many farmers to enter on a cortain
line of temporary agriculture. with
the vesull that the supply far exceeda
the local demand. A little foresight
may prevent disappointment.

These rows between the  trees are
somewhat more diflicult to cultivate
than in the open field, and many re-
quire considerable handwork, but in
many cases the crops which are
planted yield a mm}m't:lhlv profit,
| The intercvopping of  young or-
tchards has an additional guarpese be-
| sides the mere diveet financial gain.
It furnishes an incentive to keep the
ovehid eultivated, and as a rule this
is highly desivable from the atand-
point of the trees,

long as the stakes are strong enough
to support the plants and are inex-
pensive,  The stakes should be driven
firmly into the ground, one on the
north side of each tomato plant, and
the plants tied to them once a week
during the active growing period with
soft cord or narrow sbrips of muslin,
Sometimes the tomato plants  will
reach the tops of the stakes and then
hang over until the tip will touch the
ground, elusters of froit being form-
od all along the stems,

Twenty-five Lo 50 tomato  plants
trained to stakes will supply the aver- .
age family with all the tomatoes need-
ed for use while fresh, also for cann-
ing. It pays to po to  some little
trouble to have them early, also to
stake and prune them so  that the
quality will be the best.

STAKE AND PRUNE TOMATOES
TO SECURE QUALITY FRUIT

It generally pays to stake and
prune the tomatoes grown in the
small home garden beeause by this
method the fruit is held off the ground
and is elean, a lavger number of to-
mato plants can be prown on a given
space and the fruit gencrally ripens
earlier than if the plants are allowed
to grow in the natural way, In prun-
ning the plants all side *shoota and
suckers are removed, leaving only the
main stem with its leaves and clus-
ters of fruit. 1t is easiy to deter-
mine which are the side shoots and
which are the young blossom clusters
beeanse the shoots appear divectly in
the little pocket where the leaf joins
the stem, while the fruit clusters ap-
pear. on the naked side of the stem
where there,is no leaf. Pinch out the
gide shoots, but be careful not to in-
jure the blosgsom or fruit clusters,

Good Opportunity to Prune Heavily

An off year furnishes a grood time to
put the orchard in order by close
pruning, such as the orcharvdist could
nol. easily afford if it meant yveduction
in bearing surface,

Profit may sometimes be found in a
sowed erop. Buckwheat is often a
good thing when sowed among young
trees. The buckwhent may not pay to
harvest for grain, but i mowed be-
fore fully mature it makes o good
muleh, or if  permitted to  mature
enough grain may be oblained to ma-
terially cut down the expenditure for
poultry feed. Buckwhent ean he sown
in June or even in July and still make
a satisfactory growth, Field peas,
cowpeas, and various other crops that
make good fornge enn be used as oc-
casion suggests, and the soil be im-
proved therehy.
